'ges, Anſwers, and Declarations, and -ſo- particularly avowed 
a reall fear of His ſafety, upon ſuch inſtances.as.cannot bean- 
{wered;that He hath reaſon ro take -Himſelf fomewbar neg- 
Ied, That fiance upon ſo: manifeſt reaſons, tis not ſafe for 
His Majeſtie. to come to them, both His. Houſes of  Parlia- 
ment will not come nearer to His Majeſtie,or to ſuch a Place, 
where the Freedome & Dignity of Parliament might be pre- 
ſerved.

| Theſebeing done, and the Parliament adjourned to a ſafe 
and ſecure place, his Majeſtic promiſes, in the preſence of 
God, and binds himſelf, by all his confidence and afſurance 
in the affection of his people, thar he will inſtantly, and moſt 
cheerfully, lay down all the force He ſhall have raiſed, and diſ- 
charge all His furure and intended Levies, that there may be a 
_generall face of Peace over the whole Kingdome, and will re- 
pair to them ; And defires thar all differences may be freely 
debated in a Parliamentary way, whereby the Law may re- 
cover its due reverence, the Subjed,his juſt Liberty, and Par- 
liaments themſelves, their full vigour and eſtimation; and fo 
the whole Kingdome a bleſſed Peace; Quict, and Proſperity. 
Iſ theſe Propoſitions ſhall be rejeed, his Majeſtie doubts 
not of the proteQion and aſſiſtance of Almighty God, and the 
ready concurrence of his good Subjets, who can bave no 
hope lefc them of enjoying their own long, if their King may 
be oppreſſed, and ſpoyled, and muſt be remedileſſe.. And 
though his Towns, his Ships, his Arms, and his Moneybe 
gotten and taken from him, He hath a good Cauſelefr, and 
rhe hearrs of his people, which, with Gods bleſſing hedoubts 
not, will recover all the reſt. 
- Laſtly, ifthe preſervationof the Proteſtant Religion, the 
defence of the Liberty and Law of the Kingdome, the Digni-
